Revealed by British 
Board of Agiiculture Show 
that Forests Support 
Greater Pcpulation 
than Sheep Farms 

A very interesting question in re- 
gard to the relative value of forests 
and sheep grazing was raised in the 
evidence taken a few »lays ago by a 
committee of the Urti-di Board of 
Agriculture to inquire into British 
Forestry, The increase in population 
makes the question of its future sup- 
port one of vital importance, and 
the relative value of the different us- 
C8 of land in (heir ability to support | 
population is a valuable index as to 
the direction in which development of 
the use of land should be directed. 

From the evidence of several wit- 
nesses and that obtained at previous! 
investigations it was determined that 
it took from one to six acres of the 1 
land usually employed for sheep graz- 
ing in Scotland to support oie sheep 
and the committee was of opinion 
that live acres would be about the 
average. The land nsi d for ahcep 
grazing is high, broken land and 
some of it is swampy and unproduc- 
tive of feed. The number of sheep 
which one shepherd could look after 
was considered as about âOO, so that 
for the stock necessary to the sup- 
port of one shepherd and his family 
2",00 acres would be acquired. 

tm the other band, the evidence 
brought out in regard to the num- 
ber of people supported by a forest 
on such lands showed that 100 acres 
of forest would be the average per 
man employed, so that the 2r>00 acres 
required to support one shepherd and 
his family would support 25 wood- 
men and their families. 

This is a comparison of the two 
uses of the land in a country where 
each is most highly developed, and 
shows their final relative possibilit- 
ies as supporters of population on 
lands that are rough ami elevated.

WHITE PINE CULLS NOW IN DE- 
MAND. 

A peculiar feature of current lum- 
ber demand In the old white pine sec- 
tions of the North is the extraordin- 
ary requirement for low grade Btock. 
It is Bo persistent and devouring that 
it takes in culls bo rank that 20 to 30 
years ago they would have been con- 
sidered refuse, fit only for the rough- 
est kind of patching up of sheds, and 
which accumulation became too bur- 
densome they were thrown into the 
burner or used to build wharfs or 
roadways, 0 r for firewood. Grading 
downward has come with the demand 
for box material, until "three-men 
boards," aB they have been jocosely 



1 called, are now graded a s No. 5 or 
anything below that. The call for 
low-grade stuff has become so gener- 
al and insistent that aucn stuff is 
more saleable than the medium and 
better qualities. This feature is truo 
—not only of the lumber market of 
the northern states, but pertains al- 
so to that of Canada. At Toronto 
the demand for the l 0 wcr grades of 
pine Is especially active and large, 
fo that there Is a Veritable shortage 
of mill culls and what are Called 
"dead" culls the latter term apply- 
ing to lumber that ha? no sort of 
'pickings' in it. Thin condition with 
respect to the lumber market of On- 
tario shows how closely the lumber 



trade of that province ib connected 
with that of this country, the eamo 
requirement for cull lumber— namely, 
for box manufacturing, prevailing in 
that province aa in the northern part 
of the United States. The way in 
which the cull lumber of the North- 
ern States and Canada iB being used 
up nlinoBt to the last carload has 
more than ordinary significance, It 
means that anything in the shape of 
a tree or log is being utilized in the 
way of sawed product, and that tim- 
ber that was once considerable usable 
only as firewood is now being con- 
verted into lumber that nctu a lly sells 
quicker than good stock.— American 
Lumberman.

Jruige Gervais, Guv Drum- 
mond and Others Addressed 
Enthusiastic Members on 
Subject of Roman Cus 
toms and the French 
Larjguage 

The third meeting of she "Circle 
Française" was held last night at 
Strathcona Hall. There were nearly 

thirty members present, a very good 
number considering the date, and the 
OlUb bad the pleasure to have as 
guests the Honorable Justice Gervais 
and Mr. liny Oruniuond, a former 
president of the Club. Professor du 
Boure, who has done so much for the 
flub since be has been at. McGill, was 
also present. — 

After a very enjoyable meal, Mr. 
Nicholson, the secretary, read the 
minutes of the last meeting, which 
Wire enthusiastically accepied. 

The Honorable .Justice Gervais then 
rose under a tempest of applause, lie 
began by expressing his pleasure at. 
being among men who thought it 
their duty to cultivate the French 
language. He said he was sorry not 
to be able to stay to the end of th • 
meeting, but that he bad another en- 
gagement which would prevent him 
from staying after he hud finished 
his speech. He then told the mem- 
bers that, although law was his busi- 
ness, he thought that much mora 
profit, aod a much deeper and truer 
knowledge of a people could de deriv- 
ed from the study of its customs 
than from the study of its code of 
laws. He was, therefore, going to 
read to us a paper, not on the laws 
of the Romans, hut on their customs 
for the Romans arc after all the 
common ancestors of the Dritish and 
of the French civilization. 

Justice Gervais said that, although 
all historians have described the lux- 
urious habitations, and ways of 
living of the Romans as far exceed- 
ing those of the present age, yet he 
believed that the Romans, even at 
their most nourishing period, the end 
of the Republic and the beginning of 
the empire, never lived most fastid- 
iously, ami never had mnrc elaborate 
habitations than we do at, the pre- 
sent time. Rome had hut one Nero^ 
he said, while London, while Paris 
have a countless number of Nit. s. 

The speaker then Contrasted the 
diversity of the c'stoms if the Var 
ions portions of the Roman empire 
its majestic unity. Hut. he said, if 
that splendid Roman civilization ex- 
isted, it. was due to the simplicity 
and the hard-working qualities of the 
Roman of the earlier period. He went 
on to describe the life of the Roman 
peasant, his daily toil, his hablta- 



from them, he would s.nd his son to 
Rome tor higher éducation, or even 

to Athens for m. dicine and law and 
to Alexandria for philosophy. 

The Rinnan peasant also did his 
duties as a Reman citizen very faith 
fully. Me would start for Rome on 
foot and come back the same way, 
even if he had been elected to Borne 
high Office, The speaker quoted the 
example of Oatq who came hack from 
Spain on foot when a victori. us gen- 
eral, about to pass in triumph 
through the streets of Rome. 

The speaker also emphasized the 
absolute power of the Roman father 
in his household, and the change 
which has taken place between the 1 
complete control of the father over 
his family, and the equality between 
the different members of the family 
in our present Christian civilization. 

The speaker then turned to the in- 
terest of authors like CatO, Virgil, 
Horace, has taken in country life, for 
the purposes of many i f their writ- 
ings was to bring about a return to 
the Country and to simpler habits. 

Hut it is impossible to give a com- 
plete and fair account of that most 
Interesting and instructive paper read 
by .insiice Gervais, After the speak 9 
er had again thanked the Club for 
inviting him an.l excused himsilf (or 
having to go in a hurry, . rof. du 
Boure rose and thanked his friend 
Justice Gervais, verj warmly for the 

trouble he had taken to visit the 
McGill Fli nch Club. In the midst of 
tremend us applause, th,' .ludjc th"u 
pleasure at being again in the midst 
left the room and the President, Mr. 
Griffith, announced the next speaker, 
Mr. Guy Drummond. 

Mr. Drummond then expressed his 
uf that 'Circle Française' he had tak- 
en so much interest in while at Col- 
lege. He Congratulated the members 
for being in a bilingual country, and 
for trying to know both languages 
spoken in that country. 

The present position of the French 
language in Canada rests on a double 
basis, Mr. Drummond said, that of 
law, and that of justice. When Eng- 
land conquered Canada, she showed 
her magniraunity in the treaty of 
Paris, the Québec Act and the Brit- 
ish North America Act in allowing 
French a place in all points equal to 
that given to English. Hut England 
has been amply repaid, fie Said, by 
the loyalty of the Fr. ncli-Caiiadian 
to the British Crown. Many times 
they might have joined the United 
, States, hut they preferred to remain 
firm by Great Britain, 

Mr. Drummond then showed by the 
example of Lorraine, Poland and Fin- 
land how bad a policy it is for the 
strong and the victors to impose 
their language upon the weak. Hut 
ho advocated following the example 
of Switzerland and keeping up the 
perfect equality which has always ex- 
isted In Canada between the French 
and the English languages. If the 
French-Canadians want to drop their 
language, he concluded, we sh ill only 
he too glad to let them do bo, but 
since they will remain faithful to it, 
it is our duty to respect their lan- 
guage and to learn it. 

The speaker was applauded in n 
most lively and vigorous manner and 
on behalf of the Club, after which 
Mr. John Hleler rose to thnnk him 
the meet'ng broke up.

RESULT OF THE WAR 

Many Horrors Unfolded by 
Various War Correspondents 

No tongue and no pen will ever 
tell the full tale of woe which this 
Balkan War has caused to individuals 
Bnt day by day glimpses of the In- 
fernos In Thrace and Macedonia come 
slowly in, and some of these wc give 
here. 



"It is always pathetic to he hc- 
bind an army while tightin.', but 
rarely have I been so moved as by 
the groups of wounded painfully toil- 
ing on their way back to the rail- 
way line," writes a "Times" corres- 
pondent after the battle of l.ule Bur- 
gas. "Almost without intermission 
for nearly thirty miles we overtook 
these unfortunate victims of this 
struggle of nati his. In some cases 
the wounded were lying down, in 
others they were in bullock-carts, 
iiind th? agonies that these poor fel- 
lows suffered were readable in their 
lack-lustre eyes, for to He in bullock- 
carts over Turkish roads must lie one 
unending agony for those unfortun- 
ates nursing their shattered limbs." 

Here is a terril), c picture hy Mr. 
Donohue, of the 'Daily Chronicle':— 
"The broken army is crawling — it 
can no longer run. Days and nights 
of awful Buffering have reduced it -» 
guit to a mere totter. 

"The track of the fleeing Turkish 
army is paved with dead and dyin;, 
und as an aerial rearguard gre.it 
lloeks Of black crows, wbiltl c.iw a 
hideous requiem, ever hover near, 
marking down some weiry so' d 1er 
staggering to his end.
